City’s bid for 
Commonwealth 
Games proceeds

The city used Canada’s birth¬ 
day to unveil the team that 
will hope to deliver the gift of 
a Commonwealth Games to 
Edmonton in 2022. 

Mayor Don Iveson re¬ 
vealed that Reg Miley, former 
CEO of the Edmonton Airport 
Authority, is going to front a 
team dedicated to securing 
the games. 

Also unveiled was the logo 
for the city’s bid. 

Iveson said after hosting a 
string of smaller-scale events, 
it’s time for the city to jump 
onto the international stage. 


“Edmonton has really 
been building towards a great 
multi-sport tournament like 
this,” he said. 

Miley said when he was 
approached to be part of the 
bid he had to say yes. 

“I thought about it for 
about 10 seconds and then I 
said ‘yeah.’ This is something 
that’s important,” he said. 

The bid committee will 
also include: city manager 
Simon Farbrother, Candice 
Stasynec with Edmonton 
events, vice-president of 
Edmonton tourism Maggie 
Davidson and Lloyd Benz with 
the government of Alberta. 

Four members of Com¬ 
monwealth Games Canada, 
including John Stanton from 
the Running Room, will also 
be part of the bid. 

Miley said the committee 
will be going to the upcoming 


Games in Glasgow, as the first 
step towards securing a bid. 

“There are 71 voters that 
get to vote on where the next 
Commonwealth Games get to 
be held, so we have to estab¬ 
lish a relationship with those 
71 voters,” he said. 

Alberta Culture Minister 
Heather Klimchulc was on 
hand for the announcement 
and said the province will be 
putting forward legislation 
for the province’s financial 
component of the bid. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
hopes Edmonton’s bid can 
show a more sustainable way 
forward for large internation¬ 
al sporting events, which 
some cities have been reluc¬ 
tant to bid on recently. 

“We would like to make 
sure that the Commonwealth 
Games is viable in the fu¬ 
ture,” he said.

Missing trio 
a ‘mystery’ 

Forensic investigators combed 
a southwest Calgaiy home for 
clues Tuesday, after a young¬ 
ster and his grandparents 
were reported missing the day 
prior, but police conceded it 
may take a pivotal tip from the 
public to find the trio. 

Five-year-old Nathan 
O’Brien, his grandfather Alvin 
Cecil Liknes and Alvin’s wife, 
Kathryn, were all last seen Sun¬ 
day at their Parkhill-area home 
in the 100 block of 38A Avenue 
SW Sunday. Nathan had been 
dropped off there for a sleep- 
over, but when his mother 
returned to retrieve the boy 
around 10 a.m. Monday she 
found the house empty. 

Police have said little about 
what evidence was found in¬ 
side the residence, tucked away 
in a generally quiet neighbour¬ 
hood. Investigators do not 
consider the grandparents 
suspects and a spokesperson 
said there were indicators that 
they did not leave the home on 
their own volition. 

An Amber Alert for O’Brien, 
first issued early Monday even¬ 
ing, remained in effect at press 
time Tuesday. 

“The bottom line is that 
we’re going to need the assist¬ 
ance of the public,” police Duty 
Insp. Keith Cain said earlier in 
the day. “Hopefully somebody 
remembers something from 
the weekend or from Monday. 
Maybe they heard something. 
We have a big mysteiy on our 
hands right now.” 

Police confirm the Liknes 
hosted an estate sale over the 
weekend and had told guests 
they planned to move out of 
the country in short order. 

Numerous tips had already

bourg-based court was the 
first of its kind since France 
passed a law in 2010 that for¬ 
bids anyone to hide his or her 
face in an array of places, in¬ 
cluding the street. 

The court’s Grand Cham¬ 
ber rejected the arguments 
of the French woman in her 


mid-20s, a practising Muslim 
not identified by name. She 
said she doesn’t hide her face 
at all times, but when she 
does, it is to be at peace with 
her faith, her culture and 
convictions. 

She stressed in her com¬ 
plaint that no one, including 
her husband, forced her to 
conceal her face. 

The court ruled that the 
law’s bid to promote harmony 
in a diverse population is legit¬ 
imate and doesn’t breach the 
European Convention on Hu¬ 
man Rights.

Russia’s legislature, often 
accused of metaphoric¬ 
ally turning back the 
clock, has decided to do 
it literally — abandoning 
the widely disliked policy 
of keeping the countiy 
on daylight-saving time 
year-round. 

The 2011 initiative dur¬ 
ing Dmitiy Medvedev’s 
presidency to impose 
permanent “summer 
time” forced tens of mil¬ 
lions to straggle to their 
jobs in pitch darkness dur¬ 
ing the winter months.

Broken ceasefire. 
Ukrainian military 
uses heavy artillery, 
airstrikes against 
separatists, while 
rebels attack Donetsk 


Ukrainian forces and pro- 
Russia separatists fought with 
heavy weapons in the coun¬ 
try’s east Tuesday, and the 
rebels captured the Interior 
Ministry headquarters in a 
major city after an hours-long 
gun battle, a day after the 
president said rebels weren’t 
serious about peace talks and 
ended a ceasefire. 

The often-broken ceasefire 
had given European leaders 
10 days to search in vain for a 
peace deal, and its end raised 
the prospect of an escalation 
in a conflict that has already 
killed more than 400 people. 

Ukrainian forces have been 


unable to suppress the rebels 
in two months of fighting — 
and it was not clear now what 
they would be doing differ¬ 
ently to change that situation. 

Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenko had called a uni¬ 
lateral ceasefire to try to per¬ 
suade the rebels to lay down 
their weapons and hold peace 
talks. Some of the rebels later 
signed on to the ceasefire as 
talks began. But each side ac¬ 
cused the other of violations. 

Poroshenko announced the 
end of the ceasefire on Mon¬ 
day night, and on Tuesday the 
militaiy launched artillery and 
airstrikes against separatist pos¬ 
itions, Defence Ministry spokes¬ 
man Oleksiy Dmytrashkovsky 
told the Interfax news agency. 

In Donetsk, rebels attacked 
a police building, and fight¬ 
ing raged in the city centre. 
The streets were deserted and 
rifle fire could be heard. After 
hours of gun battles, the rebels 
took over the Interior Ministry 
compound, the associated press

European leaders have 
threatened a new round of 
economic sanctions against 
Russia if it and the rebels 
don’t meet conditions set 
by Poroshenko.

which Israeli leaders have 
accused of abducting and kill¬ 


ing the young men. 

The deaths of Eyal Yifrah, 
19, Gilad Shaar, 16, and 
Naftali Fraenlcel, a 16-year-old 
with dual Israeli-American 
citizenship, have prompted 
angiy calls for revenge. 

Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu convened his 
security cabinet for an emer¬ 
gency meeting to discuss 
a response to the killings, 
hours after airstrikes targeted 
dozens of suspected Hamas 
positions in the Gaza Strip.

Survivors found 
three days after 
building collapse 

Rescuers pulled seven more 
survivors from under the 
concrete ruins of a col¬ 
lapsed 11-storey building on 
Tuesday, three days after it 
toppled and lulled at least 
29 people in southern India, 
officials said. 

Already, 26 people have 


been rescued alive from 
under the enormous heap 
of broken slabs, twisted iron 
girders and concrete dust 
where the apartment was be¬ 
ing constructed in a suburb 
of Chennai, the south-coast 
capital of Tamil Nadu state, 
according to the National 
Disaster Response Force. 

Hundreds of rescue work¬ 
ers, wearing hard hats and 
breathing masks, were likely 
to continue searching at least 
another day.

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Brave young woman battles 
painful genetic skin disease

What can you say about a girl 
named Maiy? What can you 
say about someone barely 
out of her teens whose goal is 
to help others because she’s 
had experiences with lifelong 
pain? What can you say about 
someone who thanked each 
and eveiy member of her sur¬ 
gical team after they ampu¬ 
tated her leg? 

What do we say about 
Maiy Haddad? 

Seeing her lying in a hos¬ 
pital bed recovering from the 
surgeiy, it’s hard to believe 
this elfin patient with the 
child-lilce voice is 20 years 
old, until she describes — 
without a trace of self-pity 
and with a wisdom seemingly 
beyond her years — what life 
has been like for her as a so- 
called “butterfly child.” 

Haddad was born with 
epidermolysis bullosa, or EB, 
a rare genetic disorder that 
causes her skin to blister and 
fall off, sometimes even with 
the slightest touch. The sores 
can turn into deep, ulcer¬ 
ated wounds, which may take 
months to heal and can be ex¬ 
cruciatingly painful. 

EB can take three forms, 


from the mildest to the most 
severe. Haddad has dystroph¬ 
ic EB, the second-most severe 
form. 

On June 12, doctors at To¬ 
ronto’s St. Michael’s Hospital 
removed her right leg above 
the knee in an operation that 
took eight hours, including 
about two hours for the team 
to prep their delicate patient. 

What appeared to be one 


of her usual blisters on the 
front of her right ankle had 
morphed into a huge wound, 
which a number of painful 
biopsies revealed to be squa¬ 
mous cell carcinoma — a rela¬ 
tively benign skin cancer for 
anyone else, but fast-spread¬ 
ing and deadly for those with 
EB. Her specialist said ampu¬ 
tation was the only option to 
save her life. 


Once discharged, Haddad 
will be transferred to a re¬ 
habilitation hospital, where 
a super-padded prosthetic leg 
will be designed for her to re¬ 
store her mobility. 

It’s difficult to say what 
Haddad’s prognosis is: As 
long as she has wounds, she is 
at risk of developing skin can¬ 
cer again, says her surgeon. 
But the blistering that once

More than 150 acute-care pa¬ 
tients and long-term residents 
were moved from a hospital in 
eastern Saskatchewan because 
of flooding. 

The full-scale evacuation at 
St. Peter’s Hospital in the city 
of Melville, about 145 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of Regina, 
took place because a creek 
behind the facility was rising 
Tuesday. 

Emergency management 
commissioner Duane McKay 
says the water has not entered 
the hospital and crews are 


building a berm on a driveway 
behind the facility. 

“The water has not touched 
the building and the work 
that’s going there is to ensure 
that it never gets to the build¬ 
ing,” said McKay. 

The evacuation comes be¬ 
cause a deluge of rain caused 
widespread flooding in eastern 
Saskatchewan and western 
Manitoba. 

Officials had said Monday 
that parts of southeast Sas¬ 
katchewan got more than 240 
millimetres of rain over the 
weekend, while some parts 
of western Manitoba reported 
more than 100 millimetres. 
However, those figures came 
out while the water was still 
coming down in many com¬ 
munities. 

More than 500 people have 
been forced to leave their 
homes in Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. That number will

The battle for control of 
clothing chain American 
Apparel is heating up. 

Ousted American Ap¬ 
parel CEO Dov Charney has 
increased his stake in the 
clothing chain to nearly 43 
per cent as he fights to keep 
control of the company he 
founded in 1998. Charney 
was able to increase his 
stake through a partner¬ 
ship with financial firm 
Standard General, which 
is loaning him the money. 
But the board is scrambling 
to make its own moves to 
keep him out. 

Legal experts say the dis¬ 
pute will likely end up in 
the courts at a tough time 
for the Los Angeles-based 
company, which has lost 
money since 2010. The com¬ 
pany, which made its name 
with American-made goods 
and provocative advertis¬ 
ing, is in a cash squeeze. 

“This is going to move 
from the boardroom to the 
courtroom,” said Jerry Reis- 
man, a partner at Reisman, 
Peirez, Reisman Capobian- 
co, a law firm based in New 
York. “Hopefully, it won’t 
undermine the company. 
This company is very fra- 
gile.” 

In regulatory filings 
this week, Charney reports 
he now owns 74.6 million 
shares as of Friday. Previ¬ 
ously, his stake was 27 per 
cent.

That mission, 
until recent years carried out 
largely within the world of 
Pentecostal Christianity, took 
the 72-year-old Green all the 


way to a landmark victoiy 
Monday at the U.S. Supreme 
Court over the birth control 
coverage rule in President 
Barack Obama’s health care 
overhaul. 

“They’ll be heroes to the 
veiy conservative religious 
people who are veiy much 
against abortion,” said Vinson 
Synan, a friend of the Greens 
and a prominent scholar of 
Pentecostal histoiy at Regent 
University. 

The justices ruled 5-4 
that requiring closely held 
companies such as Hobby 
Lobby to pay for methods of 
women’s contraception to 
which they object violates 
corporations’ religious free¬ 
dom.

Governors Island and 
Roosevelt Island offer 
a respite from the 
bustle of Manhattan 


New York is a city built on 
water. Four of its five bor¬ 
oughs — Manhattan, Brook¬ 
lyn, Queens and Staten Island 
— are located on islands, and 
the city’s rivers and bays are 
dotted with many more. Two 
of New York’s lesser-known 
islands make terrific destina¬ 
tions for a summer day trip, 
filled with history, green 
spaces and incredible views. 
And they’re easy and fun to 
get to: Visit Governors Island 
by feriy and Roosevelt Island 
by tram. 

Governors Island 

Governors Island, a former 
military and U.S. Coast Guard 
base, has become one of New 
York City’s most beloved day- 
trip destinations. 

The vast green lawns and 
slopes, winding paths and 
views make the seven-minute 
feriy trip from Manhattan 
feel like a voyage to another 
world — not that you can 
forget you’re a mere half- 
mile from Lower Manhat¬ 
tan, with soaring views of 1 
World Trade Center and the 
Statue of Liberty just across 
the water. 

Some of the best views 
come as you round the bend 
near Castle Williams, a 
circular red stone fort 
that served as a barracks 
and prison in the decades 
after its construction in 1811. 

The island hosts concerts, 
children’s activities, art 
shows and whimsical outdoor 
installations like a giant blue 
phone receiver in a tree. 

It takes less than an hour 
to stroll around the island, 
but allow more time for 
enjoying parks and green 
spaces like Hammock Grove, 
with play areas and 50 ham¬ 
mocks. You’ll also want to 
poke your head in historical 
buildings like the Admiral’s 
House and visit shops like 
Better Than Jam, which sells 
locally handmade crafts and 
products. Food vendors of¬ 
fer eveiything from Belgian 
waffles, ice cream and beer, 
to oysters, sesame noodles 
and Cuban sandwiches. You 
can bring bikes on the ferry

or rent bikes, tandem bikes 
and surreys on the island. 

The island is open daily 
through Sept. 28 (Monday-Fri- 
day, 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., week¬ 
ends and Labour Day until 7 
p.m.). Ferries run daily from 
Lower Manhattan’s Battery 
Maritime Building, 10 South 
St., near the Staten Island 
Feriy terminal. Ferries also 
run weekends from Brooklyn 
Bridge Park’s Pier 6. Round- 
trip fare, $2 US, with select 
free ferries weekend mor¬ 
nings; see govisland.com. 

Roosevelt Island 

You can take the subway 
to Roosevelt Island, but it’s 
more fun to take the tram 
from 59th Street and Second 
Avenue in Manhattan (one¬ 
way, $2.50 using a subway 
MetroCard). The six-minute 
ride offers views of the city, 
East River and Ed Koch 
Queensboro Bridge. 

On the Roosevelt Island 
side, walk 15 minutes south 
to Franklin D. Roosevelt Four 
Freedoms Park on a tree-lined 
path along the river with 


great views of Manhattan 
across the way. 

Near the park entrance, 
you’ll pass the Renwiclc Ruin, 
a gothic structure that looks 
like a horror movie set. It’s an 
abandoned smallpox hospital 
that dates to the 1850s. 

The park, in contrast, of¬ 
fers a sleek, pristine land¬ 
scape, full of symmetiy and 
angled views. It celebrates 
President Roosevelt’s “Four 
Freedoms” speech, made in 


1941. FDR extolled freedom 
of speech, freedom of wor¬ 
ship, freedom from want and 
freedom from fear as “essen¬ 
tial human freedoms ... at¬ 
tainable in our own time.” 

An excerpt is engraved on 
a granite monument; a bust 
of FDR sits at the island’s 
southern tip. Tree-lined 
plazas, steps and other struc¬ 
tures offer vantage points for 
seeing the Manhattan sky¬ 
line; you’ll easily pick out the

Empire State Building, United 
Nations, Chiysler Building 
and 1 World Trade Center. 

The park is free, open 
9 a.m. to 7 p.m. eveiy day 
except Tuesday; see fdrfour- 
freedomspark.org.

There’s something 
about Sylvan Lake 

Getaway. A family favourite beach spot makes for a perfect vacation

Right smack dab between Ed¬ 
monton and Calgaiy you’ll 
find Sylvan Lake, a town of 
about 13,000 that balloons in 
size every summer as people 
flock to the beach to enjoy Al¬ 
berta’s brief, but glorious sum¬ 
mer. 

Only a 20-minute drive 
from Red Deer, and 90 min¬ 
utes from Calgaiy or Edmon¬ 
ton, Sylvan Lake has been Cen¬ 
tral Alberta’s favourite resort 
town for 100 years and if you 
haven’t been in a while, it’s 


worth a visit to check out the 
revitalized downtown area. 

Lalceshore Drive, once the 
quintessential strip of slow 
moving muscle cars check¬ 
ing out the bathing beauties 
crossing the street to get to 
the beach, has been rerouted 
around a big, new, beautiful 
green space. The $25-million, 
multi-year project has created 
Centennial Park, a giant ped¬ 
estrian and play-friendly area 
with walkways, picnic areas 
and plenty of open areas to 
throw a Frisbee. There are still 
the muscle cars bikini-spotting 
on Lalceshore Drive, but little 
kids don’t have to look for 


them as they run to the water. 

Right on the lake, along 
with families building sand 
castles, you’ll find beach vol¬ 
leyball courts that host a num¬ 
ber of tournaments over the 
summer. As players hit killer 
spikes in the sand, you can 
hear the squeals of delight 
coming down the Wild Rapids 
Waterslides, where, alongside 
the slides, there are loads of 
areas to throw down a blanket 
and set up shop for the day. 

Any visit to Sylvan Lake 
must include a stop at the Big 
Moo Ice Cream Parlour, where 
you will struggle with your 
most difficult decision of the 
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There are so many activities to do at this hot spot, including chilling in the lake, contributed 


weekend — choosing from the 
gazillion flavours and whether 
you should load them up in a 
regular or waffle cone. 

If the stress is too much, 
you can scrap the ice cream 
and get a chocolate M&M-cov- 
ered pretzel stick. 

There’s no better way to 
bum off the sugar msh than 
strapping on the flippers and 
splashing around within the 
large, protected swimming 
area along the main beach. 

You can rent paddle boats 
and personal watercrafts to 
venture out in the open water 
or bring your own boat to 
wake board, water-ski or go 
tubing. If you don’t want to 


get your hair wet, you can hit 
the finks at one of many golf 
courses in the area. 

There are plenty of hotels 
and cabins for rent over the 
summer and lots of restau¬ 
rants to enjoy as well, includ¬ 
ing Smugglers — right on the 
water with its unparalleled 
view of all the action on the 
lake. If you forgot your beach 
wrap or inflatable crocodile, 
there are local shops right 
downtown where you can get 
supplies or if you need patio 
furniture or a crate of potato 
chips, head to one of the big 
box stores on the edge of town. 

While you’re there, pick 
up some black shades to wear 


to the annual Jazz at the Lake 
Festival running Aug. 14 to 
17. This year’s lineup includes 
Jack Semple, Tuck and Patti, 
and nearly 100 other artists 
who play at various indoor and 
outdoor stages all weekend 
long. 

If you’re looking for a quiet 
weekend, pack the tent and 
book a spot at Jarvis Bay Prov¬ 
incial Park to go for a bike 
ride or look for snakes on the 
pretty trails that wind through 
the park. Wherever you are 
around Sylvan Lake, watch the 
sunset over the water and then 
fight up the fire pit to roast 
marshmallows and enjoy the 
summer weekends at the lake.

When you think of a job 
interview, it’s likely that 
you’ll picture a traditional 
face-to-face process. 

However, many employ¬ 
ers choose to do a first 
round of interviews over 
the phone. 

Phone interviews can be 
intimidating, particularly 
if your previous interview 
experience has always in¬ 
volved on-site, in-person 
meetings. Don’t worry; a 
little preparation can go a 
long way. 

Here are a few ways that 
phone interviews can go 
wonky — so avoid, avoid, 
avoid. 

Not being prepared 

This goes without saying, 
but make sure you under¬ 
stand all the details of the 
interview. 

Do your research on the 
company, read over the job 
description, and practise 
sample questions that you 
think might come up dur¬ 
ing the interview. 

You’ll also want to con¬ 
firm all of the logistical 
details: who will be calling, 
when, and at what number. 
If the employer is calling 
you, be ready well in ad¬ 
vance. 

Double-check you have 
good reception, ensure that 
you are the one answering 
the phone, and set up all 
the resources you need on 
hand before you pick up 


I’d like to call a friend 


(notebook, resume, job de¬ 
scription, etc.). 

Not acting professional 

Remember that every 
interview is a professional 
undertaking, even if it isn’t 


conducted in a formal work¬ 
place. 

Part of the challenge of 
phone interviews is pre¬ 
senting yourself in a pro¬ 
fessional manner without 
the ease of in-person inter¬ 


action. 

If you haven’t had much 
experience making business 
phone calls, try phoning 
a pal and comparing your 
interaction to the conver¬ 
sations you’ve had with an 
employer or in a traditional 
interview. 

Do not eat or drink dur¬ 
ing your interview, and 
make sure that you are in a 
quiet setting with a phone 
that has a full battery. 

To save yourself from 
embarrassment, make sure 
to tell everyone else in 
your household that you 


are using the phone for an 
interview — this way, you 
won’t get your parents pick¬ 
ing it up in another room, 
awkwardly interrupting. 

Other things that can 
help put you in the profes¬ 
sional mindset include sit¬ 
ting in a professional set¬ 
ting or area (think desk, 
not bed), and dressing for 
success. 

Not closing the interview 
effectively 

Just like you would in an in- 
person interview, ask ques¬ 
tions. Always have a list pre-

Bigger, faster and

Free agents. Oilers’ 
GM confident after a 
busy round of deals 


The Edmonton Oilers got 
bigger, faster and more ex¬ 
perienced Tuesday by sign¬ 
ing three free agents who 
general manager Craig Mac- 
Tavish says will significantly 
address a serious shortcom¬ 
ing in the team’s on-ice per¬ 
formance. 

The Oilers jumped into 
the free-agent market early 
by signing defencemen Kei¬ 


th Aulie (six-foot-six, 228 
pounds) and Mark Fayne 
(6-3, 210 pounds) and left¬ 
winger Benoit Pouliot (6-3, 
197 pounds). 

Two days earlier Mac- 
Tavish traded lightweight 
forward Sam Gagner to 
Tampa Bay for six-foot-three, 
203-pound right-winger Ted 
Purcell. 

On Tuesday they also 
re-signed six-foot-three, 
240-pound left-winger Luke 
Gazdic, who had 15 fighting 
majors last season, to a two- 
year contract. 

“They all have size,” 
stressed MacTavish. “We 


added a lot of size in the 
last two days. We haven’t 
touched the core group of 
guys we ended the season 
with and we’ve added what 
we think is a much more 
well-rounded complement 
to those players with size 
and speed and puck pursuit. 

“All these moves are go¬ 
ing to go a long way to ad¬ 
dress a serious shortcoming 
in our on-ice performance 
and I think we can expect to 
be much better next year.” 

MacTavish said he went 
into the day with two tar¬ 
gets: Fayne and Pouliot. 
After a strong sales pitch he 


signed Pouliot to a five-year 
contract worth $20 million, 
got Fayne’s name on a four- 
year, $14.5-million deal and 
inked Aulie for $800,000 for 
one year. 

“We made a case for our 
situation here in Edmon¬ 
ton,” he said. “It was a com¬ 
pelling story for them, as it 
was for me to tell. The situa¬ 
tion is improving here, in 
spite of the fact that the re¬ 
sults have lagged, but it was 
a compelling enough situa¬ 
tion that at the end of the 
day we were able to quickly 
react to these players.”

The Ford Fiesta ST is a great 
“hot hatch” in the European 
tradition. 

But while Europe has had a 
Fiesta ST since 2005, this 2014 
model is the first for North 
America. 

Unlike Europe, our Fiesta 
only comes in four-door sedans 
and five-door hatches, so our 


new five-door ST doesn’t look 
quite as cool as Europe’s new 
three-door ST coupe, or for that 
matter, the three-door factoiy 
Fiesta rally car, which is piloted 
by racer and YouTube stunt 
driver sensation Ken Bock. 

But four doors or not, this 
thing rocks. 

The exterior bits that 
make ST more visually sport¬ 
ing — one-of-a-kind grille and 
chin spoiler, rear diffuser and 
spoiler, dual exhaust tips, and 
unique 17-inch wheels — are 
agreeably understated. 

It feels more racy on the 
inside, primarily because our 
tester was flaunting the option¬ 
al leather-trimmed RECARO 
seats — in “hurt your eyes” red. 
These seats are super firm and 
have huge side bolsters. 

The ST is the most expen¬ 


sive Fiesta you can buy, so the 
rest of the inside is packed with 
stuff, like SYNC with MyFord 
Touch, a 6.5-inch LCD screen 
and the 80-watt stereo. 

But ST is all about the driv¬ 
ing experience. First thing you 
notice is how much torque this 
thing has, and how easily it 
launches. Ford says 177 lb-ft is 


available from just 1,600 rpm 
and that maximum torque (214 
lb-ft) can be had by 3,500 rpm 
— and you can believe it. 

The engine is exclusively 
mated to a slick-shifting six- 
speed manual transmission. 
No automatic. Rowing through 
the gears is a motivational 
and audible treat. Powertrain 


sounds are actually fed directly 
into the cabin to enhance the 
sporty experience. ST features 
upgraded braking and suspen¬ 
sion and steering, compared 
to regular Fiesta models. It 
also features electronic Torque 
Vectoring Control, to reduce 
understeer during hard cor¬ 
nering, and a three-mode sta¬ 
bility system (off, standard, 
sport). 

This translates to a veiy en¬ 
tertaining experience through 
traffic and in twisty bits along 
your journey.

As gas prices rise, and en¬ 
vironmental issues become 
more pressing, automakers 
are working to produce the 
most fuel-efficient vehicles 
possible, including those 
that use batteries or al¬ 
ternative fuels. Even so, we 
haven’t yet seen large num¬ 
bers of these actually on 
the road, which could delay 
more high-tech cars in the 
future. 

“I believe that all roads 
lead to electric, but those 
roads are extremely long 
and very winding,” says 
automotive industry analyst 
Dennis DesRosiers. “Rarely is 
the consumer willing to pay 
more to get less, and the only 
way you get rid of comprom¬ 
ise is through technology.” 

There are issues that 
have kept many alterna¬ 
tive vehicles from becom¬ 
ing more popular, including 
lack of infrastructure. Gas 
stations are usually no more 
than a few kilometres apart, 
and in a pinch, you can fill 
a gas can and rescue a car 
that’s run out of fuel. By con¬ 
trast, public electric-car char¬ 
ging stations are rare in most 
parts of the country. Most 
people who own batteiy- 
powered cars charge them 
at home, but those in down¬ 
town condominiums — and 
whose driving habits often 
make them the most likely 
candidates for these vehicles, 
ironically enough — may not 
have charging facilities in 
their buildings. 

Other alternatives, such 
as biofuel, hydrogen, natural 
gas or propane can be even 
more difficult to find. These 
fuels suffer from a “chicken- 
and-egg” issue: companies 
don’t build more refuel¬ 
ling stations because there 
are very few cars that need 
them, and so people don’t 
buy the cars because there’s 


no place to fill them up. 

Cost is a similarly self- 
perpetuating concern. New- 
technology vehicles are 
usually more expensive, pri¬ 
marily because they’re not 
produced in the large, cost- 
efficient volumes that help 
bring prices down, but their 
high prices mean they’re not 
selling in the large numbers 
that would help make them 
more affordable. 

No one knows which al¬ 
ternatives will dominate in 
the future, so automakers 
have to stretch their re¬ 
search and development 
budgets over numerous tech¬ 
nologies to be ready for mar¬ 
ket trends, instead of more 
efficiently focusing on just 
a few. 

DesRosiers says auto¬ 
makers have done an impres¬ 
sive job of reducing critical 
air contaminant emissions, 
such as sulphur dioxide 
and soot, but greenhouse 
gases continue to be an 
issue. “Each time the vehicle 
company improves fuel effi¬ 
ciency, which lowers green¬ 
house gases, the consumer 
moves to a more powerful 
vehicle,” he says. “At some 
point, the government is 
going to have to say to con¬ 
sumers that if you want to 
address climate change, you 
have to change your vehicle 
buying habits.” 


Alternative options 


Electric cars have been 
around since the late 
1800s, but their batter¬ 
ies have always been 
the key issue. A longer 
driving range requires a 
bigger, more expensive 
battery. 


• Hydrogen fuel cell 
vehicles are actually 
electric cars that make 
their own electricity with 
their on-board hydrogen 
supply.

You saytomato, I say saucy car parts 

Ford and Heinz are studying the potential use of turning waste tomato peel into vehicle 
parts, reports emerging technologies website Gizmag. Their investigation stems from 
Heinz’s attempts to find new uses for byproducts (peel, stems and seeds) that go to waste 
when turning tomatoes into ketchup. Waste savings could be significant, given that Heinz 
turns more than two million tonnes of tomatoes into ketchup eveiy year. The basic process 
to make vehicle parts involves crushing the peel into pulp before turning it into tomato 
fibre pellets and mixing with other undisclosed materials. The result is completely odour¬ 
less, though researchers report that it does smell like pizza during the moulding process. 



Honolulu site of most congested 
highway in U.S.: Google Maps 

The most congested highway in the United States isn’t 
in California, nor is it in New Jersey, as one might 
expect, even if California roadways occupy three of 
the top five places. According to Google Maps it’s in 
the most unlikely of paradises: Interstate H-1E, Kalihi- 
Palama in Honolulu, Hawaii. Hellish on the best of 
days, the Honolulu highway tops Google’s lists of most 
congested roads and cities in all the United States. 
California holds spots two and three with Interstate 
5N in San Diego and California 2E in Los Angeles and 
rounds out No. 5 with U.S. Highway 101 Hollywood. The 
top five most congested cities are Honolulu, Chicago, 
Ill., New York City, N.Y., Los Angeles, Calif., and Boston, 
Mass., respectively.
